A large and influential meeting of liefer* 
inert too'* place io Newmaikel. at the North 
American Hotel, on Satnnhy la>l. the 2lsl 
iust. Although tin: romU were n^xt to iiu- 
pif.sablr, t'.J rdlh'.u^h. (a* we have >ince learn- 
ed) many of ill- circulars did not rtach dele- 
gates in liiue,ihe meeling was 'argely attend- 
ed by tome of ihe most neallhy, achve and 
influential men in the cor^li(utncy« 

The meeting organized by calling John D. 
Philips, Kmj,» Deputy Reeve of King, to the 
Chair — SSf.E. Jackson, .Secrelary to He form 
Vigilance Commit lee, acting as Secretary. 

The Cluirrnao slated he u as ignorant of the 
object of the meeting, further than what hit 
circular slattd. lie believed the object was 
to form a branch of ihe Alliance, in order to 
assist in carrying out those great principles act 
ferlh at the meeting held in Toronto on the 
8th of January last, lie could only aay — the 
principles they advanced nere his principles. 
(Hear, hear.) and he was prepared to adopt 
them to far as he txat himself concerned. 

II. IE. Smith, K«q.,of Newmarket, said he 
had only lately learned there was lo be a ir.eet- 
ir.g of Reformers here this day, lie believ- 
ed the object they had in view was lo promote 
the interest of lbs Reform causa : ihis could 
enly La done by combined effort. The suc- 
ctis of any party, lo a more or less exltnt, 
depended upon lha J na enmity of sentiment and 
feeling by which it was actuated. He thought 
vtc should ever stand ready to advocate those 
great principle* we coctcienliously- believe to 
be right ; and as he fell tatisf.ed of tl_= juiloctS 
of the principles ut forth by lbs Alliance, lie 
moved th'j following resolution for adontioQ. 
six ; —

b>-naire principles, calculated to feenre to all 
alike equal Potiljcal privileges, is de5crvirg 
ihe enlir* sympathy and support of this con- 
stituency." 

Mr. Wirt. Doan, of Sharon, briefly second- 
ed the resolution. He was not io the habit 
of making public speeches; but he knew tlo 
principles laid down by ihe Alliance were good 
—and ha should support lliem to the last. — 
(Hear, hear ) 

Previous to the above resolution being put, 
the resolutions adapted at Toronto were call- 
ed for by the meeting, aud read by the Secre- 
tary. 

Mr* Thos. Nixon proposed that the meet- 
ing laVc up the resolutions jusl read seriatim. 
So far^ah* himself was concerned, he went the 
whole platform j but there might be those pres- 
ent who could uot heartily endorse Ihe whole 
Platform, 

Mr. John Terry, of East Gwillimbury, said 
he was heartily wilt) ihe AHiaoee ; and while 
lie agreed with his' Mend Mr. Niton, that 
adopting it as a w hotel {(poked ton much like 
having our vvurk " rut and dried," before hand, 
yet ihe principles and plalfor.n of the Alliance 
had been before the country sis or seven weeks, 
and generally discussed by Ihe press. He 
lo-Aed upon the first resolution as equitable 
and jut,— and tbotiglit tilts 100,000 popula- 
tion now unrepresented in Upper Canada, 
equal to as many Lower Canadians at present 
represented. At matters stand, the Kastern 

Section of the Province lielil (he balance of 
power. Representation according lo Popula- 
tion was Ihe only correct and sound principle. 
1'be second resolution bad for its object the 
assimilation of ihe institutions of United Cana- 
da. Scarcely a man in this constituency, who 
lakes the slightest interest in ihe political wel- 
fare of lh* country, could be found, but would 
acknowledge bii adhesion to this plank. At 
the present time many of the institutions up- 
held by direct taxation in Upper Canada, wns 
supported from the public chest, to which we 
contribute by far ihe largest proportion, in (he 
Eiovrer Province, This was wrong, inasmuch 
as il was an injustice to thiv section of the coun- 
try, h'or bis part, he went Ihe whole plat- 
form ; and believed it would be sustained by 
nineteen out of twenty throughout Ihe Hiding. 

Air. Niton said he still thought it would be 
better to go ihrough each resolution, as adop- 
ted by the Alliance. He was uot sure but 
some persons present might not feel inclined 
to adopt them as a whole. As he said before, 
the platform received his entire and cordial 
sympathy and would receive his support. 
(Hear, bear.) 

Mr. Smith said he could not think of with* 

drawing the resolution he at first proposed, 

Ihe resolutions adopted at Toronto were be- 

fow the iperting, and he sra« cot aware lhat 

objections had heen urged j and so long as the 
meeting were of one mind, he could not see 
the propriety of detaining (lie gentlemen pre- 
sent by entering upon each resolution sepa- 
rately. 

[At this stage of the meeting, Joseph Hart 
man, Esq , M. P. P., was called upon, to 
make observations on the various resolution!! 
adopted at the Alliance meeting io Toronto.! 

Mr, lfartrnan said, he had no fear of the 
result of this platform in Upper Canada. The 
first resolution, in regard lo Representation 
according to Population, was universally ad- 
mitted lo be a just principle, and he would 
not take up llnir time upon il. The second 
resolution called forth considerable dUcussion 
in tie Convention at Toronto: but he appre- 
hended no one hi Ihis ineelirt* look ihe view 
thai our institutions were to be assimilated to 
(hose in Loner Canada, lie never would ad- 
rocate A retrograde movement. Some parla 
of the counlvy, however, hud done so ; and an 
instance of it was brought before Ihe late Ses- 
sion of Iiu* County Council, in the circular^re- 
ctived from the County of YVentworlli asking 

our Council to unite with them in urging op 
the attention of Go'eminent the necessity of 
paying jurors out of Ihe Piovmcia! chest, the 
same as in the Lower Province, instead of by 
direct latalion* Now, he looked upon this as 
flying in the face of the ics'ilulion in regard to 
Free Trade. Instead cf doing this, however, 
he would have the people of\Lowe.r Canada 
pay their Jurors hy direct (--nation the same 
as\wc do. (Hear, hear.) lie was in Javor 
of cur tailing the power of the Execulire ; 
(Hear, hear,) aud thought the stronger the 
hold of ihe pur?c-slriiigs by Municipal Coun- 
cils, Ihe more closely il would be guarded, and 
the levs peculation and fraud. (Cheers.) In 
regard lo the Third resolution, he thought it 
was useless for him lo enlarge. Allpeifcctly 
understand the meaning. It means there shall 
be no class* legislation lor one particular sect 
or denomination ; and thai ih-j public moneys 
shall nol be squandered to support the dogmas 
of any particular church. On ihe fourth res- 
olution, in refercace to (he abolishing of sec- 
tarian school?, they were ell agreed. During 
the last two sessions of Parliament, really ben* 
eficiat amendments had been made to bills ask- 
ing for religious corpoiations, by a small num- 
ber of the Opposition who had determined to 
oppose all grants, come from where they might. 
(Hear, hear.) In referenco to the fifth reso- 
lulion hi* might --.ay, it was nol intendod to 
adopt a Free Trade policy at once,— but grad* 
ually and speedily as possible, and as soon as 
the nature of circumilmices would admit. -- 
The Sitth resolution explained itself. On Ihe 
seventh, he might reimirlf, lhat when ihe Coa- 
lition took office they found a Registration 
Act upon the Statute Rooks ; bul almost one 
of their first measures was lo repeal lhat net, 
and adopt an election Ian tihich left many open 
doors to corruption and fraud.

mera'.CIObs and Agricultural Societies, — and 
finally that mental culture should be attended, 
to as well as physical, if farmers, as e class, 
would rise to lhat high distinction nnd great- 
ness lo which ihey were *m I tiled. The Lee- 
liner was repealedly cheered during ihe deliv- 
ery of his rvally iusluiclive and entertaining 
address.
